THE APPRAISAL OF CONTENT IS TENTATIVE. 
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During the night of 17 June 1953^6 explosions, described by source as acts of 
sabotage, occurred on the Stettin railroad bridge* Three railroad cars were 
destroyed* The bridge was only slightly damaged but it was still, blocked off 
on the morning of 18 June* The bridge was expected to be open for traffic by 
evening*
